NEWSPAPAR REGULATIONS. 


Art. L.—Any person desiring to publish a news- | 


og shall, two weeks previous to the day of the 
rst publication thereof, send in a notice to that 
effect to the Department of State for Home Affairs 
through the Local Government authorities (in 
Tokyo, through the Metropolitan Police Office) in 
whose jurisdiction the said newspaper is to be 


published. 
Art. Il.—In the said notice of intention of the 


publication of a newspaper the following particulars 


shall be mentioned :— 


(1).-—The name of the newspaper ; 

(2).—The nature of the topics to be treated ; 

(3).—The periods of publication ; 

(4).—The place wherein published and the place 
wherein printed ; 


(5).—The names and ages of the publisher, editor, 
and printer. 
When there are two or more editors, the name 
of that editor shall be given who has the prin- 
cipal charge of the editorship, It is, however, 
permitted that the editing of a paper be 
divided into several sections, and that a re- 
sponsible editor be placed over each one 
thereof, 


Art. IL].—When, after the foregoing notice has 
been given, any change is to be made in the name 
of the newspaper, in the nature of the topics to be 
treated, or of the publisher, a notice shall be sent 
in two weeks beforehand in accordance with the 
provisions of Article I. 

Whenever any change has been made in the 

riod or place of publication of any newspaper, 


in the place where it is printed, in jts editor, or in| 
its printer, a notice to that effect shall be sent: 
within one week, in accordance with the provisions — 


mentioned in Article I. 


Art. I1V.—When the publisher of a newspaper | 


has died or has become legally disqualified, a new 
publisher shall be instituted, and a notice thereof 
shall be given within one week, in accordance with 
the provisions of Article I. In the meanwhile, the 
paper may be published under the name of the 
** provisional publisher.” 


Art. V.—When there has been no issue of a 


newspaper after a lapse of filty days from the. 
day on which notice of its intended publication | 
has been sent in, or from the day on which its — 
publication has been stopped, the said notice of | 


publication shall become void. 

Art. VI.—Only a Japanese male subject above 
twenty full years of age, can become the publisher, 
editor, or printer of a newspaper, 

No one who has been deprived of his public 
rights can become the publisher, editor, or printer of 


a newspaper, nor can any one do so whose public _ 
rights have been suspended, as long as they remain | 


so suspended. 


Art. VIl.—Neither the editor nor the printer | 
of a newspaper is allowed to act at one and the | 


same time in both capacities. 


Art. VIIIl.—Every publisher of a newspaper 
shall, simultaneously with the giving of notice of | 
intended publication of a newspaper, deposit with | 
the Local Government authorities (in Tokyo with | 
the Metropolitan Police Office), one or the other 


of the following sums of money as security :— 
(1).—In Tokyo, one thousand (1,000) yen. 
(2).—In Kyoto, Osaka, Yokohama, Hyogo, Kobe 


and Nagasaki, seven hundred (700) yen. 


(3).—In all other localities, three hundred (300) | 


yen. 


One-half only of the above specified respective 


/ amounts shall be required of newspapers publish- 


ed three or fewer times per month, 


The security required may be furnished in the 
form of public loan bonds at the current market 
rate, or in the form of deposit notes issued by 


Such papers‘as contain only matters relating to 
science, art, statistics, Government notifications, 
or to reports of market prices, shall not fall within 
the scope of the provisions of this article. 


Art. IX.—The security shall be returned when 
the publication of the newspaper has been dis- 
continued or prohibited. 


Art, X.—Whaen the notice mentioned in articles 
I., U1:, and LV. has not been sent in, or when a 
newspaper, for which security is required, has been 
published without the deposit thereof, the Chief 
of the Metropolitan Police Office or the Governor 
of the locality, shall stop the publication of such 
newspaper, until the proper notice has been given, 
or the security has been deposited. 


Art. XI.—A newspaper shall contain in each 
and every issue the names of the publisher, of the 
editor, and of the printer, as well as of the place 
of publication, | 


Any one appending his signature to a news- | 
paper or to any statement therein contained, | 
otherwise than as the publisher or printer of the 
newspaper, shall be held equally responsible with 
the editor thereof. 


Art. XII.—Qn the issue of every number of a 
newspaper, two copies thereof shall be at once sent 
to the Department of State for Home Affairs, and 
a copy each to the Local Government authorities 
(in Tokyo to the Metropolitan Police Office) and 
to the Public Prosecutor’s Office in the Court of 
First Instance of the locality of publication. 


Art. XIII.—Whenever a mis-statement has been 
made in a newspaper, and the party affected 
thereby, or any party concerned in the matter, 
demands its correction, or sends for publication a 
communication containing correction or protest, 
the correction shall be made or the communication 
of correction or protest shall be published in full 
in the second or third issue after the receipt of 
such demand or communication. In case the 
number of words in the said communication should 
exceed twice the number thereof in the original 
statement, the newspaper may make, for the 
number of words in excess, a charge at the rate 
established for ordinary advertisements, 


The correction or protest shall be published in 
the same type as was the original statement, and 
at the head of the same division of the newspaper. 


When either the language or the spirit of the 
said communication of correction or protest is in 
conflict with the law, or when the person demand- 
ing the publication of the said communication 
does not give his name and address, such com- 
munication need not be published. 


Art. XIV.—Whenever, with respect to items 
taken from the Official Gazette or from any other 
newspaper, a correction has been made or a com- 
munication of correction or of protest has been | 
published in the Official Gasette or in some 
other newspaper, every newspaper shall make the 
correction, according to the forms described in 
the foregoing Article, in its second or third issue 
after the receipt of the said newspaper, even if the 

arty affected or any party concerned in the matter 
hes not demanded it. The charge of advertise- 
ment cannot be demanded therefor. 


Art. XV.—Whenever a newspaper has had a 
judgment pronounced against it on account of some 
matter published in one or the other of its issues, 
it shall publish the sentence of the Court in full in 
its next issue. 


Art. XVI.—No matter connected with the preli- 
minary investigation of crimes or delicts shall be pub- 
lished before the public trial thereof has occurred. 

No matters relating to a law case tried with 
closed doors shall be published. 


Art. XVII.—No article perversely vindicating 
a criminal shall be published. 

No writing, the, object of which is to defend or 
sympathize with a person or persons accused of 
a crime, or with an offender or offenders against 
criminal laws, shall be published. | 


Art. XVIII.—No official document which has 
not been made public, no memorial, representation 


or petition shall be published, either in full or in an 


abridged form, withoGf permission of the competent 
Government office. 


No deliberation in a Government office and no 


deliberation ina public assembly conducted with | 


closed doors in compliance with the law, shall be 
published either in full or in an abridged form. 


Art. X1X.—When thesMinister of Siate for 


Home Affairs recognizes that a newspaper is pre- 


judical to public peace and order, or ts detrimental 


to morals, he may either prohibit or suspend the 
_ publication of the said newspaper.

When a newspaper belonging to the category 
mentioned in the last clause of Article VIII. pub- 


lishes matters that ought properly to be contained 


in a newspaper for which security is required, the 


| éditor shall be liable to the same punishment as 1s

Art. XX VIIL.—In case of the violation of Ar- 
ticles XIIL., XIV., and XYV., the editor shall be 
liable to a fine of not less than 5 yen and of not 
more than Ipo yer.

Art. XXI1.—The Minister of State for War or 


the Minister of State for the Navy may issue a 


special order prohibiting the publication of matters 
relating to the movements of troops or of war 
vessels or to military or naval secret or movements, 


Art. XXITL.—When a public prosecution has 


been instituted against a newspaper for a state- 


ment made therein, the public prosecutor may 
temporarily seize the said newspaper. 

The judge may, according to the nature of the 
offence, confiscate the seized copies of the said 


newspaper. 


Art. XXIV.—Whenever a suit has been in- 
stituted against a newspaper for a statement made 
therein, and the pla’ has proved that the avowed 


editor of the said newspaper has vot in fact the

Art. XXV.—Whenever a-suit for libel has been 
brought against a newspaper for a statement made 
therein, and the court recognizes that the state- 
ment in question has been made with no malicious 
intention to injure the person concerned, but for 
the sake of the public interest, the court may per- 
mit the defendant to prove the fact, except when 
the statement relates to personal matters, When 
the proof has been established, the newspaper

shall also apply when a newspaper shall have been | 


sued for damages. 


Art. XXV1L—Whenever a newspaper does not 
pay the full amount of the expenses and of the 
fine it has been condemned to, or does not pay 
the damages pronounced against it, within a week 
after.the conclusion of the case, the security it has 
deposited shall be utilized for the purpose; and 
when such security is insufficient, the deficiency 
shall be exacted according to the provisions men- 
tioned in the Criminal Code for the collection of the 
expenses of justice and of civil amends. 


In case the security has been utilized for the 


expenses of the trial, for the damages or for the 


fine imposed, the publisher shall make up the de- 
ficiency within a week from the receipt of notice 
to that effect from the Local Government authori- 
ties (from the Metropolitan Police Office, in 
Tokyo). Should there be failure to pay the full 
amount due, the chief of the Metropolitan Police 
Office or the Governor of the locality, shall stop 
the publication of the newspaper in question until 
the said full amount due shall have been paid. 


Art. XXVIL—When the notice mentioned in 
Articles I., IIL, and IV., has not been sent in, or 
when the provisions of Article VI., VII., XI. (first 
clause), and XII. have been violated, or when a 
newspaper for which security is required, has been 
published without the deposit of the security, the 
publisher shall be liable to a fine of not less than 
5 yen and not more than 100 yen. Anyone con- 
victed of the offence of the assumption of a false 
signature or title, shall be liable to the same 
punishment as the publisher. : 

When truth is withheld in sending in the notices 
mentioned in Articles [., WI., and LV., the pub- 
lisher shall be liable to a minor imprisonment of 
not more than one month and of not more.than

Art. XX X.-—Any person who sells or distributes 
a newspaper in violation of Article XXI., shall be 
liable to the same punishment as is set forth in the 


preceding Article. 


Art. XX XI.—In case of the violation of Article 


| XAXIL., the publisher and editor shall be liable toa 


minor imprisonmeft of not less than one month 
and of not more than two years, or to a fine of not 
less than 20 yen and not more than 300 yen. 


Art. XXX1IL—When in a newspaper an article 
has been published the object of which is to under- 
mine the existing system of government or to 
disturb the constitutional laws of the Empire, the 
publisher, editor, and printer of the newspaper 
shall be liable to a minor imprisonment of not less 
than two months and of not more than two years, 
with a fine of not less than 50 yen and of not 


| more than 300 yen. 


In case of the violation of this Article, the ap- 
paratus used for the purpose shall be confiscated. 


Art. XXXIII.—When a newspaper of obscene 
character has been published, the publisher and 
editor thereof slfall be liable to a minor imprison- 
ment of not less than one month and of not more 
than six months, or toa fine of not less than 20 
yen and of not more than 200 yen. 


Art. XXXIV.—1in the case mentioned in Article 
XIII., the offence connected with personalities 
shall be brought to a settlement by the institution 
of a suit by the injured party. 


Art. XXXV.—The provisions mentioned in the - 


Criminal Code for the mitigation of penalties on 


account of voluntary confession, for the aggrava- 
tion of penalties on account of repetition of offence, 
and for the concurrence of several infractions com- 


mitted by the same person, shall not be applied in 


cases of the violation of any of the provisions of 
the present Regulations. 

Art. XXXVI.—The termof prescription for the 
institution of public prosecytion in connection with 
the present Regulations shall be six months. 

Art. XXXVII.—The present Regulations shall 
also apply to such magazines published periodically 
as do not come within the scope of the Publication 
Regulations.

IMPERIAL ORDINANCE No. 77. 
CopyriGuHT REGULATIONS. 

Art. I.—The term “ copyright ” shall mean the 
right by virtue of which an author shall be able to 
have the exclusive enjoyment of benefits arising 
out of the publication of a literary work or of a 
picture or drawing of whatever sort. The term 
“counterfeit” shall mean a literaty work or a pic- 


ture that has been published without the consent 


of the holder of she copyright. 


Art. Il.—Any person who shall publish a liter- | 


ary work or a picture or drawing of whatever sort, 


right according to the present Regulations. 


Art. II1.—Those who desire to receive protec- 
tion for their copyright must, previous to pub- 
lication, apply to the Department of State for 
Home Affairs for the registration of their copy- 
right, at the same time transmitting to the said 
Department of State, a sum of money corre- 
sponding to the money value of six finished copies 
of the werk in question. 


Art. [V.—When a Government office intends to 
publish a literary work or a picture or drawing of 
any sort, and desires to obtain registration of 
copyright for the same, the fact shall be communi- 
cated to the Department of State for Home Affairs. 

Art. V.—During the period of protection, the 
words “copyright secured” (hanken shoyi), shall 
be inscribed upon the literary work or the picture 
or drawing, for which the registration of copyright 
has been obtained. In case the-aforesaid words 
are not so inscribed, the registration shall lose its 
effect. | 


Art. VI.—In the Department of State for Home 
Affairs, there shall be kept a copyright registration 
book, in which entries shall be made whenever ap- 
plication shall be made for registration; and a 
certificate of registration shall be issued to ap- 
plicants for the same, 


Notices of literary works and of pictures or 
drawings for which registration has been obtained, 
shall be published upon every occurrence thereof, 
in the Official Gasette by the Department of State 
for Home Affairs. 


Art. VIL.—The copyright shall belong to the 
author, and after the author's death, to his heir. 

The copyright of reports of lectures and of 
speeches collected in a book form, shall belong to 
the lecturer himself or to the speaker; but when 
the reporter thereof has published them with the 
consent of the lecturer or speaker, the copyright 
shall belong to the reporter, and after his death, 
to his heir. 


the translator, and after his death, to his heir. 


The copyright of literary works and of pictures 
or drawings published under the authorship of a 
Government office, of a school, company, associa- 
tion, or of the like, shall belong to the Govern- 
ment office, school, company, Or association what- 
ever, under whose authorship the same may be 


_ published. 


The copyright of literary works or of pictures 
or drawings that have been compiled from the 
works, lectures, or speeches of more than one 
person, shail belong to the compiler, and after his 
death, to his heir. But the relation between the 
compiler and the original author, lecturer, or 
speaker, of their heirs, shall be arranged by 
mutual agreement. 


Art. VITI.—A copyright may be sold or trans- 
ferred, with or without conditions. 


Art. IX.—When the certificate of the registra- 
tion of a copyright has been injured or lost, ap- 
lication may be made to the Department of State 
for Home Affairs for its. duplication, by stating 
the circumstances attending the a a or loss. 


The applicant shall, however, pay a fee of 50 sez 
for the same. 


Art. X.—The period of the protection of copy- 
tight shall be for the life of the author and for 
five years more. When, by calculating the num- 
ber of years from the month in which the copy- | 
right has been registered to the month in which | 
the author has died and adding five years to the 
result, itis found that the whole number of years 
falls short of thirty-five years, the period for which 
the copyright shall hold good shall be fixed at 
thitty-five years from the month in which the 


copyright was registered. 


In the case of a joint authorship, the period 


during which the copyright shall run,, shall be 


computed with regard to the author who shall—die 
last. 

In the case of literary works and of pictures or 
drawings published under the authorship of a 
Government office, school, company, association, 
or the like, or in the case of literary works and of 
pictures or drawings published after the death of 
the author of the same, the period during which a 
copyright shall run, shall be thirty-five years from 
the month in which the registration thereof was 
made. 


Art. XI.—In the case of literary works and of 
ictures or drawings issued in a series of succeed- 


; : “a ee ing numbers, the period of copyright sh 1- 
in accordance with the Publication Regulations, | hin Dk arsenide 5. of copyright shall be con 


shall be entitled to receive protection for his copy- | 


puted for each number, from the month of its 
publication. But on each occasion, the process 
mentioned in Article III. shall be gone through. 


In the case of magazines, the process mentioned 
in Article III. may be omitted, with the permis- 
sion of the Minister State for Home Affairs. 


Art. XII.—The protection of copyright shall not 
be affected by any change, addition, or abridge- 
ment made in any literary work or picture or 
drawing; nor by the addition of notes, of an ap- 
pendix, of drawings, etc.; nor by a change in the 
style of binding ; nor by the increase or decrease | 
of the number of volumes composing it. 


Art. XIII.—In the case of literary works or of 
pictures or drawings that are of special benefit to 
society, but that have not repaid, during the vali- 
dity of the copyright, the labour and expenses of | 
the author, the Minister of State for Home Affairs 
may, on the application of the copyright-holder, 
extend the period of copyright for 10 years longer. 


Art. XIV.—When a copyright-holder has died 
during the period of efficacy of his copyright, and 
when any one, believing that there is no successor 
to the copyright-holder, desires to publish the 
literary work or picture or drawing copyrighted, he 


shall advertise the fact for more than seven days 


in the Offictal Gazette, in more than four leading 
newspapers in Tdkyd, and in a newspaper at the 
place where the original holder of the copyright 
has resided. When no successor is found to the 
copyright within six months from the last day of 
advertisement, the advertiser may publish the 


literary work or picture or drawing and succeed to 
the possession of the copyright, with the permis- 


sion of the Minister of State for Home Affairs. 


In the case of any unpublished work, the author 
of which can not be ascertained nor yet can his 
heir be, the said work may be published and pro- 
tection for the copyright may be obtained by the 
process mentioned in the foregoing clause. 


Art. XV.—Essays or other articles, or novels, 


_ which have been completed in two or in more than 
The copyright for translations shall belong to | tW® sumbers of the same newspaper or magazine, 


_ €annot be compiled into a book form and published 


within two years from the month in which the 
said essay, article, or novel was completed, unless 
the consent of the author of the essay, article, or 
novel in question has been first obtained. 


Even if two years shall have elapsed, such 


essays, articles, or novels, as have already been 
_ published in a book form and for which copyright 


registration has been obtained, cannot ‘be com- 
piled for publication a second time. BED? a: 

Art. XVI.—Any person who shall have‘coun- 
terfeited a literary work or a picture or drawing,

for which a copyright has been obtained, shall be 
liable to a claim for damages that may be brought 
against him by the copyright holder. The viola- 
tion of copyright by sale of manuscript copies, 


shall be visited with the same penalty as in the: 


above case. 


Art. XVIIL.—Upon the-dnstiation of a case of 
counterfeit, the judge may, if the institutor of the 
case so requests it, temporarily stop the sale and 
distribution of the work In question. But when 
after trial it is decided that such work is not a 
counterfeit, the institutor of the case shall be 
obliged to pay the damages caused by the ae: 
page of the sale and distribution of the said work. 


Art. XVIII.—tThe obligation to pay damages 
in relation to a counterfeit shall extend to the 
heir of the counterfeiter. 


Art. XIX.—Any person who shall make a trans- 
lation of a copyrighted literary work or picture, 
or drawing, shall make additions thereto, or ab- 
ridgements therefrom, shall add notes, an appendix, 
drawings, etc., thereto, or shall complete the m- 
finished portion thereof and shall publish the same 
without the consent of the copyright holder ;and 
any person who shall have violated Article XV. of 
the present Regulations, shall be dealt with asa 
counterfeiter. 


Any person who shall have published the reports 
of lectures or speeches without the consent thereto 
of the lecturer or* speaker, shall be liable to the 
same penalty as if the cases of the preceding 
clause. 


Art. XX.—The copyright of a_ translation 
shall belong to the translator, but no case of 
counterfeit can be brought against a person who 
has made an independent translation from the 
original. But it will be different with a translation 
which. is proved to have been made by pilfering 
from another translation already published. 


Art. XXI.—Any person who injures the copy- 
right of some one else, by intentionally making use 
of, or by imitating the title of, a copyrighted literary 


work or picture or drawing with a view to de- 
ceiving, or by combining a similar name, a similar 
name of a company, or a similar name of a firm, 
etc., shall be dealt with as a counterfeiter, 


Art. XXII.—Any person who, without the con- 
sent of the author or of his heir, publishes a literary 
work or a picture or drawing, which has not yet 
been published, or any person who publishes a 

literary work or a picture or drawing not intended 
for sale by the author, shall be treated as a 
counterfeiter. “ae 


Art. XXIII.—When photographs of a literary 
work or of a picture or drawing are taken, to the 
infringement of a copyright of the same, the 
punishment for the offence shall be the same as in 
the case of a counterfeit. 


Art. XXIV.—Any person who shall import and 
sell foreign counterfeits of a literary work or of a 
picture or drawing which has been copyrighted in 
this country, shall be treated as a counterfeiter. 

Art. XX V.—When in a case of counterfeit it is 
‘difficult to decide whether the literary work or 
picture or drawing in question is counterfeited or 


not, the court in which the case is tried may | 


appoint at least three assessors and order them to 
ascertain the truth. ? 


‘Art. XXVI.—The term of prescription for the 
obligation to pay an indemnity for damages in 
connection with a counterfeit, shall be three years 


after the expiration of the period of the copyright |

Art. XXVII.—Counterfeiters and such printers

Infraction of any of these 
prohibitions shall be punishable by a fine of not 
less than 2 yer and of not more than 100 yen.

Art. XXIX.—Any person who publishes a 
literary work or a, picture or drawing bearing the 
words “copyright secured” (hanken shoyt) with- 
out having gone through the process mentioned in 


, Article IIL., shall be liable to a fine of not less 


than 10 yen and not more than 100 yen. 


Art. XXX.—The provisions mentioned in the 
Criminal Code for tle mitigation of penalties on 
account of voluntary confession, for the aggrava- 
tion of penalties on account of repetition, and for 
the concurrence of several infractions committed 
by the same person, shall-not be applied in the 
case of the violation of any of the provisions of the 
present Regulations.

ORGANIZATION OF THE Privy CouNCIL. 
CuapTer |.—ConsStTITUTION. 


Art. L—The Privy Council shall be the place 
which it will be the Emperor’s pleasure to attend 
and there hold consultations on important matters 
of State. . | 

Art. I1.—The Privy Council shall be composed 
of a President, a Vice-President, twelve or more 
Privy Councillors, a Secretary-General, and several 
Secretaries. 

Art. I11.—The President, Vice President, and 
Councillors of the Privy Council, shall be per- 
sonally appointed by the Emperor, The Secre- 
tary-General shall be of the Chokunin rank, and 
the Secretaries of the Sénin rank. 

Art. IV.—No one who has not reached the 
fortieth year of his age shall be eligible to be ap- 
pointed President, Vice President, or a Councillor 
of the Privy Council. . 

Art. V.—The President may cause some of the 
Secretaries to serve as his Confidential Secretaries, 
in addition to their duties of ordinary Secretary- 
ship. 

Cuaprer Il.—Functions. 

Art. VI.—The Privy Council shall hold deli- 
berations, and present its opinions to the Emperor 
for his decision on the undermentioned matters. 

1. Differences of opinion as to the interpretation 
of the Constitution, or of laws appertaining 
thereto, and questions relating to the Budget 
or other financial matters. 

2. Drafts of amendments of the Constitution, or 
of those of laws appertaining thereto. 

3. Important Imperial Ordinances. 


4. Drafts of new laws, and drafts for the abolition | 


or amendment of existing ones; treaties with 
foreign countries; and the planning of the 
administrative organizations. 

5. Any other matter whatever, besides what has 
been mentioned above, touching important 
administrative or financial questions, upon 
which the opinion of the Privy Council has 
been specially required by order of the Em- 
peror; and matters upon which the opinion 
of the Privy Council has to be taken, by reason 
of some special provision of law or ordinance. 

Art. VIL.—In Imperial Ordinances referred to 
in section 3 of the preceding Article, a statement 
shall be made to the effect that the opinion 
of the Privy Council has been taken regarding 
them. 

Art. VIIL—Though the Privy Council is the 

Emperor’s highest resort of counsel, it shall not 

interfere with the Executive. 


CuapTrer III.—De.iseraTions anp BusINEssS. 


Art. IX.—The deliberations of the Privy 
Council cannot be opened, unless ten or more 
than ten Privy Councillors are present at the time. 

Art. X.—The deliberations of the Privy Council 
shall be presided over by the President. When 
the President is prevented from doing so by un- 


avoidable circumstances, the Vice-President shall 

reside over the deliberations; and in case the 
Vice-President is also prevented, they shall be 
presided over by one of the Councillors according 
to order of their precedence. 

Art. X1.—The Ministers of State shall be 
entitled by. virtue of their office to sit in the Privy 
Council as Councillors, and shall have the right of 
voting. The Ministers of State may send their 


representatives to the deliberations of the Privy 
Council, who shall have the right to there make 


speeches and to offer explanations, but such re- 
presentatives shall not have the power of voting. 
Art. XI 1.—Debates in the Privy Council shall 
be decided by a majority of the members present. 
In case of an equal division of votes, the presiding 


official shall have the casting vote. 


Art. X IIL.—The President shall have the supreme 
control of all the business of the Privy Council, 
and shall sign every official document issuing 


from the Privy Council. 


The Vice-President shall assist the President in 


the discharge of his duties. 


Art. XIV.—The Secretary-General shall manage 


all ordinary business of the Privy Council, under 
the direction of the President; shall countersign 


every public document issuing from the Privy 
Council; shall investigate matters to be submitted 
to deliberation; shall prepare reports; and shall 
have a seat in the assembly during deliberations, 
that he may offer needed explanations. But he 
shall not have the power of voting. 

The Secretaries shall take minutes of the pro- 
ceedings, and shall assist the Secretary-General 
in the discharge of his duties. When the Secre- 
tary-General is prevented from discharging his 
duties, one of the Secretaries shall represent him 
therein. 

In the minutes referred to in the preceding sec- 
tion, there shall be mentioned the names of those 
present at the proceedings, the essential points of 
the matters that have been under discussion, of 
questions that have been propounded and of 
replies that have been made thereto, and of the 
decisions arrived at. 

Art. XV.—Except in special cases, no delibera- 
tion can be opened unless reports of any investiga- 
tion that may have been ordered have been 
prepared and forwarded to each member of the 
Privy Council, together with the documents neces 
sary for due deliberation. . 

The order of the day and reports are to be pre- 
viously forwarded to the Ministers of State. 


REGULATIONS OF THE BUSINESS OF THE PRIvyY 
CowncIiL. 


Art. L—The Privy Council shall formulate its 
opinions on matters submitted to its deliberation 
by order of the Emperor. 

Art. I1.—The Privy Council cannot receive 
petitions, representations, or other communications 
from the Imperial Diet, from either house of the 


} same, from any Government Office, or from any of 


His Majesty's private subjects whatever. 

Art. II1.—The Privy Council shall have official 
connection with the Cabinet only, and with the 
Ministers of State, and, officially, shall not com- 
municate or have any connection whatever with 


_any of His Majesty’s private subjects. 


Art. 1V.—The President of the Privy Council 
shall cause the Secretary-General thereof to in- 
vestigate matters submitted to the Privy Council, 
and also to prepare reports on matters to be sub- 
mitted to its deliberation, 

In case the President deems it necessary, he 
may undertake himself to prepare the abaye-men- 
tioned reports, or he may appoint one or more 
Privy Councillors for the purpose. 

Art. V.—Reports of investigations shall be 
forwarded to the President by the person charged 
with the preparation thereof. 

In cases requiring expedition, such reports may 
be made orally. In these cases, the essential 
points of the matter reported upon shall be briefly 
stated in the record, herein referred to in Art. VII 

Art. VI.—The President may fix the period 
within which reports of investigation shall be 
made. The reports shall be prepared with as 


much despatch as possible, and ination

"North American Bible Society In Japan": and both we 
and the Rev. Henry Loomis, the Agent of the American 


Bible Society are in complete ignorance of any such action 


as that described in the latter part of Mr. Baba's com- 


minication. 

The facts in the case regarding Mr. Kataoka Kenkichi are 
these: Mr. Kataoka and others were imprisoned 
for a political offence late in the month of December. 
1887. Early in January the Rev. E. Rothesay Miller 
and the Rev. David Thompson,D.D., who are personally 
acquainted with Mr.Kataoka, vhaiiol him at the prison 
and during the interview Mr.Kataoka expressed a desire 
for copies of the Bible for himself and his Christian 
friends. Upon inquiry however it appeared that the pris- 
on officials were not authorized to give the requisite 
permission: Pp ee without any consultation what- 
ever with others, Mr. Miller addressed a private note on 
the subject to the Minister of State for Home Affairs: 
and shortly after a statement was published in one of 
the Japanese newspapers to the effect that permission 
had been granted to admit Bibles to the prison. 
Thereupon twenty or twenty five copies of the Scriptures 
were obtained from the Rev. Henry Loomis: and after a 
few days delay, probably rendered necessary by the regu- 
lation that all books mst be examined(in order to pre- 
vent the illegal transmission of information) before be- 
ing admitted to a prison, they seed delivered to wr.Katao-

ka and the other Bhristians. Sinee then Mr.Miller has 


furnished English Sagiementi and commentaries to those 
who are able to read them. He has also been admitted to 
an interview with ur Ke taoke and the others of his acgquain 
tance. 

In conciusion permit us to add a word to 
this statement of facts. | On penaihe i Babe's commni- 
cation one might possibly infer that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is disposed to interfere with the circulation of 
the Scriptures. Of this there is no evidence what- 
ever: the American Bible Society alone has constantly 
in its employ some sixty colporteurs who go freely from 
one end of the Empire to the other without suffering the 
slightest interference or annoyance in their work. 

Nor is there any good reason for believing that the Gov- 
ernment is hostile to the spread of Christianity: on the 
contrary, evidence abounds that it is rather frisndly 

to it than otherwise. Not only are Christian mission-. 
aries accorded every right to which they are entitled: 
they are constantly granted facilities for the prosecn- 
tion of their work which they should be prompt to acknowl- 
edge as favors. we Recently the opinion has been express- 
ed in America that the Imperial edict issued in December 
requiring certain persons to absent themselves from. the 
city of Tokio was in part at least the result of a feeling 
unfriendly to Christianity. To the best of our-knowl- 
edge and belief any such Opinion is wholly without foun. 
dation in fact.

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Preparation of "Koji3 


There appears to be some diversity in the methods of prepar- 
ing this ferment. zt is made both in the sake breweries and 
and in special koji factories, and while the cheaf features 
must be alike in all @ases, 2. details in the manipulation:

of the eeértaht pelute is to provide fermenting rooms in i 
which an even, high temperature can be maintained. In koji 
factories these apartments are usually some 15 or 20 feet un-

The materials used are water, rice and"tane"(seed or leaven). 


The rice usually used is the common starchy kind known as 


"uruchi®. Glutinous rice (*mochigome") is not used, as far 


as I can ascertain. The “tane", which is a most important 


constituént, is the spores of a fungus, Eurotium oryzeae,Ahlb. 


and occurs as a yellow powder, which im a certain stage of 
the proceedings is mixed with the rice. It is théssubstance 
which, in germinating on the rite. grain, changes part of the 
starch into dextrose and dextrin, and gives it the properties 
of a ferment.

The steaming completed, the riee is spread on straw mats to 
cool somewhat, and soon after when the temperature has fallen 
to 98 or 100 F., the above mentioned fungus spores, or "“tane", 
are sown upon the mass and thoroughly mixed with it. the ex- 
act quantity of spores used is not of so great importance as 
id their thorough and uniform distribution. The usual qmount 
is very small, about 1 1/2 to 2 Cyc. “pre bushel of steamed 
rice. The spores used in most factories are obtained in 
Osaka, but as to the manner of growing them I am not fully 
informed. Parties interested are loath to part with their 
secrets. So far as I can learn, however, the rice thus im- 
pregnated will in due time ad tins the plant, and the spores 
form on the surface of the grains as a yellow powder; when 

the crop is ripe the rice is dried to a degree, spread upon 
paper and then stirred, or rubbed ‘till the spores are worn 
off by attrition and collected on the paper.

There is aloss of weight during the process of 10 to 12% of 
the rice employed. This is due to the evolution of carbonic 
acid, which circumstance in turn makes the ventilation of the 
room necessary in order to make it possible for the workmen 
to stay there.-.

¥APANESE MATERIAL PROGRESS. 
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The following letter from the Tékyé correspond- 
ent of The Times appeared in that journal on the 
23rd of April :— 


Tokio, March gth. 
The statistics of this empire for the year lately 
ended furnish many- proofs of one phase of that 
remarkable and undeviating progress which has 
come to be linked with the very name of Japan, 
as well as some food for interesting thought in f 
respect of the country’s future commercial rela- 
tions with the outer world. During 1887 the 
aggregate value of Japan’s foreign trade was 95 
millions of dollars. In 1877 it was 51 million 
dollars only. Thus, in ten years it has increased 
by more than 86 per cent. In the days when the 
proposal to revise the treaties on liberal lines was 
hotly combated by those whose interests dictate 
the maintenance of the present state of semi-isola- 
tion, it used to be the fashion to minimize the 
possibilities of this country’s foreign commerce, 
and to say that neither the United States nor 
Europe had any substantial inducement to loosen 
the chains in which Japan was bound. That 
argument is now flatly refuted by figures. Since 
Japan by her own unaided strength resumed f 
specie payments, her trade has advanced by leaps 
and bounds. In 1885 her paper currency, after 
ten. years of severe fluctuations, during which it 
at one time touched 45 per cent. below par value, 
at length acquired a fair degree of stability, 
owing to measures of restriction which had been 
adopted by the Treasury. In the summer of that 
year it was officially notified that the fiat notes 
were to be exchangeable for silver from the follow- 
ing New Year’s Day. Under the spur of this an- 
nouncement foreign trade at once revived.

With respect to rail- 
way construction, an important result of those 
conditions is that the face of the nation is firmly 
set against having recourse to foreign capital as 
long as the present treaties remain in force. Japan; 
has become gravely apprehensive lest the abuses 
which have grown up under the extra-territorial 
system should defy all efforts to prevent their

miles of railway have been built by the Government 
and the said company—239 miles by the former 
and 282 by the latter. The nature of the progress 
is shown by the following approximate figures. 
Between 1868 and 1877 the annual rate of con- 
struction was nine miles; between 1878 and 1880 
it was five miles; between 1881 and 1883 it was 36 
miles; between 1884 and 1886 it was 61 miles; aud 
in 1887 it rose suddenly to 151 miles. At present 
the Government is working with money borrowed 
from the people. In 1885 a domestic 8 per cent. 
railway loan of 20 millions of dollars was an- 
nounced, and this was floated in four instalments 
spread over two years, the whole sum being eagerly 
subscribed. Of late railroad projects have figured 
conspicuously in the list of internal works of deve- 
lopment, Last year was remarkable, not merely 
for the great increase of mileage actually con- 
structed, but for the fact that it gave birth to no 
fewer than 11 railway companies, with an aggregate 
capital of 32 millions of dollars. If only the surplus 
funds of the West could be placed at the disposal 
of this spirit of enterprise, the prospects of Japan’s 
commercial development would be immensely 
brightened, and a new and profitable field of in- 
vestment would be opened to foreign capitalists. 
An interesting point connected with this railway 
question is the gradual lowering of the cost of con- 
struction. While the first roads built by the Go 
vernment cost more than £10,000 sterling per 
mile, those last constructed cost only about 
3,600 per mile. The lines of the Japan Railway 
ompany are paying an annual dividend of 10} 
per cent., with every prospect of still larger profits. 
Their working expenses are about 45 per cent. of 
the receipts. Private lines are now surveyed and 
built, with hardly an exception, by Japanese 
engineers; and the whole service after construc- 
tion is entirely managed and worked by Japanese, 
with rare immunity from accidents or blunders. 
Turning now from railways to other aspects of 
Japan’s material progress, signs of corresponding 
activily are apparent in many branches of 
engineering and industrial development. Among 
the public works recently undertaken, that which 
perhaps overshadows all others is the formation 
by the Government of a large and important 
naval station at Kure, a well-chosen spot in the 


4niand Sea, within a few miles of Hiroshima. 
The scale of this work may be briefly indicated by 
the statement that the frontage of the proposed 
dockyard is a mile and a-half in length. Another, 
but smaller, naval station is being constructed on 
the west coast of Kiushiu, near Nagasaki. 
Tsushima Island, in-¢he Korean Strait, is being 


greatest of Japanese needs, is receiving a fair 
share of attention, At Yokohama the first 
“modern waterworks in the empire, designed and 
carried out by an English Engineer officer, was 


brought to a successful completion in October | 


last. Projects for works of the same kind for 
other cities are at various stages of progress; 
and schemes of harbour and river improvement 
in many parts are either. under construction or 
contemplated. | 
Still more conspicuous, however, than the energy 
thus displayed in the initiation and conduct of 
public works is the extraordinary recent growth 
of industrial and other business enterprises in a 
country where, under the feudal system which 
ended barely 20 years ago, all such concerns were 
practically unknown. In the three cities of 
lokyo, Osaka, and Kyoto no fewer than 111 large 
companies, industrial or commercial, were formed 
in. the course of last year, with an aggregate 
capital of 21} [millions of dollars. Besides these 
a number of smaller undertakings found pro- 
moters and supporters throughout the provinces. 
During the same period 13 banks made additions 
to their capital, the sum of such increments being 
18 millions of dollars. If to these amounts be 
added the 32 millions representing the capital of 
the 11 new railway companies already mentioned, 
it will be seen that shares in various public 
undertakings to the extent of more than 71 
millions of dollars were taken up by the people 
'during the year 1887, the total representing an 
average of nearly two dollars per head for the 
entire population. Among the 111 companies to 
which reference has been made, all sorts of enter- 
prises are included. There are companies for 
 cotton-spinning, paper-making, dyeing, glass-blow- 
ing, lumber-dealing, tea and silk exportation, 
horse-breeding, land-transport, dress-improvement, 
undertaking, and engineering ; companies agricul- 
tural, sericultural, and piscicultural; and com- 
panies for the manufacture of porcelain, lacquer, 
bronzes, and other art objects, as well as of 
bricks, fans, machinery, ice, artificial manures, 
handkerchiefs, buttons, and a host of other 
commodities. Among all these the growth of 
cotton manufactories is perhaps the most mani- 
fest and significant. At the end of December 
there were no fewer than 22 spinning-mills at 
work, representing 76,000 spindles and a yearly 
output of 1,320,000 Ibs. Further eight large new 
factories, with 117,000 spindles,-had been started, 
and were being’gapidly brought into working 
order. ‘The-meaning of thie is plain. Japan in- 
tends to make her own cotton goods instead of 
buying them abroad. She cannot as yet supply 
herself with the material, and is therefore obliged 
to import considerable quantities. But everything 
points to her success as a manufacturer, She is 
within easy reach of great cotton-growing regions ; 
_she possesses an unlimited supply of probably the 
cheapest labour in the world; her art-artisans 
have no equals elsewhere; and her people enjoy 
the blessings of settled government and full secu- 
rity of life and property. 
The singular and even feverish 
trade of which a rough analysis has

given is, however, not altogether attributable to 


’ 


strictly sound causes. It, no doubt, partakes in 
some degree of a speculative spirit akin to that 
which produced so much distress both in America 
-and England after the resumption of specie pay- 
ments. Japan returned to hard money payments 
l by contracting the volume of her fiat notes and 
accumulating a specie reserve obtained through 
the medium of the’export trade. The process was 
_sharp and severe. In 1880, when it was seriously 
undertaken, the total of fiat notes in circulation 
was 146 millions of yen (a yen is now equal toa 


silver Mexican dollar). By 1885, when resump- 
tion was announced, this volume had been 
reduced to 124 millions. The reduction was 
accompanied by all the phenomena incidental to 
such operations of finance. Prices fell ; the burden 


fortified with all speed. Water supply, one of the | 


> 


of fixed obligations grew heavier; capitalists 
shrank from embarking in private business enter- 
prises, and turned their attention to Govern- 
ment securities, the only class of investment 
that, under such circumstances, is necessarily 
appreciated. The prices of those securities were 
thus driven up until they ceased to yield more 
than 5 per cent. interest—an extraordinarily low 
return upon money in Japan. It was natural at 
this juncture—the .worst effects of currency con- 
traction having meanwhile disappeared — that 
capital should return to the more profitable 
channels of industry and commerce. That change, 
however, does not wholly account for the rapid 
and, in some respects, reckless enterprise that is 
manifested in last year’s annals. Something must 
certainly be set down to a pernicious appetite for 
speculation in shares, which, educated during the 
period of commercial stagnation, accompanied 
and immediately followed currency contraction, 
Government securities having reached their-ex- 
treme limit of prices, capitalists betook them- 
selves with mischievous activity to share traffic 
in trading and manufacturing companies. There 
ts reason, therefore, to believe that some unsound 
enterprises were begotten during the late extra- 
ordinary boom in Japan’s business operations, 
that the present state of things cannot be viewed 
without distrust, and that the Japanese money 
market can hardly escape a crisis more or less 
acute. Perhaps the best hope under this peril 
lies in the fact that the country’s financiers ap- 
preciate the situation, and are preparing to meet 
its possible consequences. 


Meanwhile, the welcome growth of enterprise 
would assume a much healthier aspect if it were 
supplemented by the resources of Western skill 
and experience. Nothing can so surely minister 
to Japan’s material progress as the intimate busi- 
ness. association of her own people with foreigners. 
The Yatter would contribute the two things in 
which the former are certainly deficient—expert 
knowledge and organizing capacity. In the same 
direction, also, lies the chief field for profitable 
patticipation by foreigners in the trade and in- 
dustry of Japan, But, under the present treaties, 
all such associations are necessarily prohibited. 
While Western Governments are haggling over 
petty details of revision, their peoples are debarred 
from furthering and taking part in the develop- 
ment of this most pleasant and promising country’s 
resources.

and severak other men, and the boiler of the boat suddenly 
jan telied ite Yadobashi. 

Kinshiro Mushiga and another man having been so severely woun- 
ded that they died within a few hours after the accident, 

and another man having been also wounded, the boat was ina 
helpless condition; but fortunately this dgsaster was noticed 
from the U. S. Ship "Monocacy” lying at a great distance. 

The crew of that ship at once went on board a steam-launch of

BANDAISAN. 


Bandaisan forms the terminal peak of a small range of hills lying 


on the northern side of Lake Inawashiro,. When seen from Waka- 


matsu, or from any point on its S.or W side, :it stands up as a 


conspicuous peak. Nowhere, however, does its shape show any 


curvature or outline by which its voleanic origin could be 


inferred. This wonld se 


indicate that since the time 


when this mountain was in a stat® of activity a considerable 


period has elapsed, during which degrading forces have been activ- 


ely at work. An old Japanese calendar states that Bandaisan 


was formed in 807. There are hot springs on the flanks of the 


mountain which apperently indicate the volcanic nature of the 


region, It can be ascended either from the hamlet of Hagata 


or the town of Inawashiro. At both places guides can be ob- 


tained. From the former which is conveniently reached from 


Wakamatsu, the ascent is at first gentle over a slope covered 


with grass and few oak trees. Rough scoriaceois rocks 


occasionally strike up through the grass, evidently the outcrop 


of an la lava stream. — After one and a half hours the steep 
part of the ascent commences, 1,400 feet above Hagita, 

From this point onward the climb is very difficult, the upper 
part of the Slope having a gradient of 35 degrees. The summit 
(5,880 feet above sea level) is a sharp peak terminating on side 
in a sheer precipitous descent. The view from various points 
on the ascent, and from the summit, is vex extensive, including 


the range of mountains on the borders of Hida.

According -to the statements of those with 
whom I talked, of the survivors of the destroyed villages and 
of the people who live in the district for miles around, rum- 
blings were heard and tremors felt in the neighborhood of the 
mountain on Sunday morning the 15'th instant. 
fhe first disturbance noticed, occurred at seven o'clock A.M., 
and was followed by three earthquake shocks at intervals of ten 
mimates apart, when a loud explosion took place, the noise of 
which the people compare to the report of thousands of eannen 
discharged simultaneously, - This was accompanied by another 
terrible eartquake shock, which sq. fr@ghtened the people that 
they attempted to escape. Reaching their doors, they saw 
a thick black smoke arising from the principal peak © of Bandai- 
san,and found themselves at once enveloped in the darkness of 
night, while the air was filled by a shower of fine balck ashes 
and suffocating sulphurous dust. The violence of the earth 
tremors made it impossible for them to aga, so that the only 
vay left them to escape was by crawling on their hands and 
knees. As soon as it grew/ light en= nm to see, and 
the earth tremors had ceased sufficien* 4 @ilew them to stand 


upright, they fled down the valley amié the @ust and ashes and

f° great was the terror which affected the people that they came 
running from the district srecna the mountain, and even from 
places miles away, to points of safety, many of them naked and 
bleeding and all almost in despair, 


The eruption reached it's height at ten o'clock A.M., and 


at four P.M. had entirely ceased.

When I reached Inawashiro, at the foot of the southwest slope 


of the mountain, most of the people from this town had returned . 
to their homes,many of them only on the day béfore my arrival. 

The Imperial Goverrment had set up a hospital for the treat- 
nent of the wounded, and had organized a relief committee to 
Look after the homeless and to recover the dite of those who 
had been killed, Nothing indeed had been left undone by 
the Imperial Government to alleviate the sufferings of the people 
so far as ‘t lay within their power to do so. 

The number of lives lost, according to the official state- 
ment given me at the Government relief station at Inawashiro, 
vas 518, and the number of bodies recovered up to that time, 70, 
while 41 persons were tien in the temporary hospital at Inawashi- 
ro under treatment for Fe vane time of the disaster. 

The eruption occurred from the eastern side of the prénci- . 
pal peak of Bandaisan , the first discharge of which was evident- 
ly thrown directly across the summit of the smaller peak of the 
same name, carrying a portion of thellatter away with it, and °. 
leaving the altered contour of the smaller mountain covered with 
md and fine ashes, wich also found its way axer the ii gus and 
between the slppes of the two on the northern and eastern expos- 


ureg and running down in a stream to the valley below.

There were two separate ‘otretea, the eastern and the northern. 

The main eastern stream divided about half way up the mountain 
‘ a ridge , came down in two separate volumes, the one continuing 
eastward, while the other descended onthe southern side of the 
mountain and stopped at a very small hamlet called Mino-mra, 
which was partly destroyed by the mud, which completely covered 
the houses within its reach. 

The amount of mad thrown mat by the voleano is simply adios 
mous, as the all the streams reach from the top of the mountain, 
a distance of four or five miles and at the southern and eastern 
sides,which I visited, half a mile wide at the base;the breadth 
of the stream on the northern side,being, I am told, «. . larger. 

The greatest loss of life occurred at the hot springs on the 
northern side, where the first discharge took place, thus giving 
the people there little or no opportunity to escape. 

At Inawashiro, at the foot of the southwestern slope of 
the mountain, and the principal town in the vicinity on the south- 
ern side of Bandai-san, no houses where destroyed, as it was just 
beyond the reach of the streams of md, although some thirty 
persons, While attempting to escape were killed by falling lglenes 

At Shibatani, two miles from the foot of the mountain on the 
tastpearly every housdwas thrown down by an earthquake shock, 
the stream of mud not rcaching that far. It was noticed 
however, that the roofs of the houses as well as everything else, 
for some miles east of the mountain, were covered with a fine 
dust and ashes to the depth of about six inches.

A curious ‘Meature of the erup./ 

tion appears in a long nhiithiont evidently thrown up during the 

earthquake in the vicinity of the above named village, and extend- 

ing some distance beyond it. | It is sur mised that this 

formation may have some connection with the extraordimary flood 

of water which proved so disastrous in causing the loss of life. 
Beside the great loss of life and the injury to dwellings, 

almost irreprable damage has been done to the rice crop and cul- 

tivated grounds for miles on the east of the mountain, some of 


thich land wil(never be fit for cultivation again. 


The distance from Tokio to Inawashiro is about 166 mil¢s, 


136 of which may be travelled by railway, and the rest by jin- 
ricksha.

REPORT oF THE RAitway Bureau. For 1887. 


Twelve months have elapsed since (in June last 

ear) a report was issued from this Bureau deal- 
ing with railway affairs since railway construction 
began in this country, and terminating with the 
end of March, 1887. ‘The present report refers to 
the period from the beginning of April, 1887, to 
the end of March, 1888. The Raaneial portion of 
the report is its most important feature, and the 


figures here given are therefore as accurate and | 


precise as possible, but it has been found advis- 
able to provide information also with reference to 
the carrying on of the general business of the 
Bureau, in order to make the statement complete. 
A slight departure will therefore be made from the 
usual system, and the report will be occupied with 
finance as such, and with general business. _

Tue Toxaipo Rattway. 


Route anp Puysicat Aspects.— Starting | 


from the Yokohama Siation, this line proceeds 
westward, and, turning towards the left at Hodo- 
gaya, passes through the small mountain range 
that divides Musashi from Sagami and reaches 
Kodzu vid several such stations as Totsuka, 
Fijisawa, Hiratsuka, and Oiso. At 
turns to the right and reaches Matsuda Yama- 
kita, after traversing a distance of some 40 
miles. The ground thus far is fairly level, 
and though there is some pretty stiff work in con- 
nection with the spanning of the Banyugawa, 
and the piercing of the range between Musashi 
and Sagami, yet on the whole the natural features 
of the country present few difficulties. From 


Yamakita the line passes through the villages of | 


Tamiga and Takenoshita to Gotemba, the highest 
point on this part of the road being 1,468 feet 
above sea level. Fora distance of some 12 miles 
the country abounds with hilly ground and rivers 
of great velocity, so that deep cuttings and em- 
bankments with numerous bridges are necessary. 


For a stretch of 15 miles south from Gotemba to | 
the town of Numazu vid Kameyama, Sano and | 


other villages, the line will be fairly level with a 
gradual descent. It should be noted, however, 
that from Yamakita to Numazu, a distance of 27 
miles, some rather sharp gradients are necessary, 
the slope for a length of 10 miles being 1 in 40. 
The next stage, a distance of 14 miles, to the 
Fujigawa, by way of Hara, Suzukawa, and the 
south of Veshineta: is generally flat and the work 
of construction is easy. 

According to the surveys of the Public Works 
Bureau, the river Fuji is one of the largest streams 
on the route. Its great velocity, as much as 27 
feet a second in time of flood, renders it necessary 
vd resort to special means of spanning the obstruc- 

n. 

After crossing the Fuji the line passes Shizuoka, 
crosses the Abegawa and touches the sea coast 
at Ishibe. The length of this stage is about | 
24 miles, over comparatively level ground, with 
this exception, however, that for g miles be- 
tween Nakanogo and Okitsu the road has to wind 
round the bluffs which at this point are the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of the sea coast. In 
at least two places tunnels will be called for, 
and the Abegawa, being a broad river, must be 
spanned by a long bridge. From Ishibe the line 
will pass through a very hilly country, crossing the 
Setogawa, ples the Tokaido near Bujieda, and 
spanning the Oigawa wear Shimada, Between 
Ishibe and Kamiyajo the line runs close to the 
sea, and as the coast is here very precipitous the

work of construction igexceedingly difficult. From 


Obamamura, howevér, to the Oigawa the country 
is level. The bridge over the Oigawa will be the 
second longest on the line. Extensive embanking 
will be necessary for. a distance of 3 miles from | 
the Oigawa to the Makinohara tunnel, and about | 
this point also the line ascends to the height of 277. 
feet above sea level. Between Kamiyajo and | 
Mansui considerable excavation and filling up are 
necessary, but for 17 miles beyond the latter point 
to the Tenryugawa the route is generally level. 
_ As it passes through rice fields, however, there is 
always danger of flooding. The Tenryugawa . 
calls for the construction of the longest bridge on 
the line. Westward from that river via Hamama- 
tsu to Maizaka the country is generally low and 
damp, and farther on considerable embanking 
is aggre 3 along the side of the Hamama 
Lake, biidges also being required in three 
place. Extensive excavations are required for 
6 miles from Arai to Uyenohara, but the 
ont is level for 8 miles beyond that point to 
oyohashi. Thence the line passes through the 
valleys of Toyohawa, crosses the Toyokawa, 
pierces the Hoshikoshi mountain some three 


miles south of Gyoya (to .which point there is 


a considerable ascent), approaches the sea coast 
at one place and then turns inland towards 
Yahagigawa 20 miles from Toyokawa, crosses the 
Yahagigawa about a mile south of the highway and 
proceeds by Miborimura, Kariya, etc., to Ofu after 
crossing the Sakaegawa.’ About 11 miles from 
the Yahagigawa it connects with the Nagoya and 
Taketoyo line. From Yahagigawa the country is — 
level and the line will be easily built. The entire 
length of the railway from Yokohama to Ofu is | 
205$ miles. Many curves are of course necessary 
but in no case is the radius under 20 chains. 
With the exception of the Hakone section one in a 
hundred is the greatest gradient. In a country 
such as ours, where steep mountains and ath 
rivers are everywhere met, the route is singularly 
free from those difficulties, 

SURVEYS.—The order to cease operations on 
the Nakasendo line and to begin the construction 
of the Tokaido Railway was received in July, 
1886, and the necessary surveys were at once com- 
menced. The general survey was completed in 
the autumn of the same year, but repeated inspec- 
tions and surveys were necessary for such hilly 
and difficult country as that betweén Gotemba and 
Yamakita, the direction of the route being only 
determined for that district in September last year. 
Several surveys were also required for the section 
from Jénokoshi westward to the Tenryugawa, and 
the line by Kanaya was only resolved upon in 
April last, the final sutvey being completed in the 
following June. Similarly the stage westward from 
Toyohashi to Ofu was also subjected to more than 
one survey, and the final plan was at length 
adopted in May last year. | 

Work oF ConstrucTion.—When the various 
surveys were decided upon the process of construc- 
tion was begun at different points of the line, a 
start being made in November, 1886. It was 
only, however, in the beginning of last year that 
the work became general all along the route. 
The section between Yokohama and Kodzu was 
completed in July last year, traffic being opened | 
on the 11th of that month. The laying of rails 
between Iwafuchi and Shidzuoka, and between 
Toyohashi and Uyenohara was finished in May, 
1887, and locomotives were then run on six- 
tenths of the whole line, As a matter of fact, 
seven-tenths of the work of construction may be said 
to have been accomplished by the end of March 
last. The following chief points in connection with 


the process of building the line may be noted :—The 


embanking on the railway anfounts in the aggre- 

ate to 887,000 tsubo (a tsubo equals 216 cubic 
feet), while excavation to the extent of 513,000 
tsubo is necessary, the total thus being 1,400,000 
tsubo. The average per mile is, therefore, about 


. 6,700 tsubo.. Taking the line in sections, then, we 


find that between Yamakita and Gotemba work 
oi this nature amounts to 18,000 tsubo per 
mile; between Kodzu and Yanrakita to 14,600 
tsubo ; between Kamiyajo and the Tenryugawa to 
11,000 tsubo ; and between Arai and Toyohashi to 
10,300 tsubo. On other sections of the line the 
proportion diminishes to a very much smaller 
amount, being between Numazu and Ishibe 2,200 
tsubo, and between the Tenryugawa and Arai only 
1,800 fsubo, An extent equal to about nine-tenths 
of the total earth work required had keen completed 
by the end of the present fiscal year. \From the fact 


that many large rivers cross the line of route there 


area considerable number of places where the build- 
ing of bridges is necessary. Among the material 
thus employed are 49 girders of a span of 200 feet; 
two of 105 feet; éight of 94 feet; eighty-one of 70 
feet; eighty-eight of 60 feet; ten of 50 feet ; thirty- 
five of 40 feet; twenty-three of 30 feet; and thirty 
of 20 feet; the total length being 24,902 feet. A 
very large number of spans under 20 feet is also 
required, To take of these the most important, 
the Tenryugawa is-estimated to require 19 iron 
girders of 200 feet. The piers, which will be of 
brick, must, it is believed, descend to a depth of 
about 8o feet before any thing like a sound founda- 
tion can be obtained, to which end it will be neces- 
sary to sink them in the bed of the river by means 
of heavy weights, the bottom being mud and fine 
sand,’ In this way that portion of the work which 
really causes most expense will, when the opera- 
tions are completed, be hidden from sight. The 
process of sinking the foundations for this bridge 
was begun in June last year, and so far a 
depth of 61 feet has been reached. As mentioned 
above, the Fujigawa has a greater velocity than 
any other river along the line of the railway, and 
the volume of water being very large, g iron 
girders are required of 200 feet, while it is further 
absolutely necessary that the abutments should 
be strong and massive. In the case of this river, 
however, rock was reached at a depth of only 
about from 20 to 40 feet below the bed, and by 
boring a short distance into the rock it has been 
possible to secure good and sound foundations. 
Work on the piers was begun in May of last year 
and at the end of the present fiscal year the abut- 
ments were nearly finished. When thus much 
was accomplished the placing of the girders in 
position was begun. The building of this bridge 
mvolved a slight diversion of the river, which has 
been successfully carried out. For the Oigawa it 
is estimated that 16 girders of 200 feet will 
be required. The building of the abutments 
was commenced in the fall of last year, and, a 
firm bed of conglomerate being found at a depth 
of from 20 to 25 feet below the river bottom, the 


sinking of the brick piers was not attended by 
so much difficulty as in the case of the Tenryu 


gawa. ‘There is further a bridge over the Sakawa- 
gawa on the Hakone section which requires ex- 
ceedingly high piers, and there are besides a 
number of smaller bridges to be built over such 
rivers as the Abegawa, the Hamana, the Toyo- 
gawa, the Yahagigawa, and the Banyugawa. In 
short, as was anticipated, the construction of 
bridges forms the most important item of expense 
in the accounts of the railway. Despite the 
magnitude of this undertaking, however, six- 
tenths of the total amount of work required was 
finished by the end of the last fiscal year. ‘There are 
in all on the line 16 tunnels, of the total length of 
16,000 feet, among the longest being the Makino. 
hara tunnel between Kanaya and Kamijo, and 
the Isohama tunnel between Ishibe and Obama. 
There are on the section between Yamakita and 
Gotemba six tunnels of an aggregate length of 
6,230 feet, all in the short distanee of 5 miles. 
Moreover, the sea coast in the neighbourhood of 
Ishibe is in a somewhat unsafe condition which 
may necessitate the boring of a tunnel, by which 
work there will be added to the total length of 
tunnelling on the line a distance of some 2,500 
feet, the aggregate length being then three and 
a half miles. Of the above, the Sakaegi tunnel 
(693 feet) between Musashi and Sagami, and 
the No. 1 tunnel (length 249 feet) at Horamura 
near the foot of Satta-toge, were completed last 
year. In_ several. cases the work of boring 
the tunnels has been finished, and the internal 
operations are pretty far advanced. Of the tunnel- 
ing works, therefore, seven-tenths has been com- 
pleted. It should be noted that in addition to the 
tunnels above indicated a large number of culverts 
will be gequired. The majority of these culverts, 
have been finished and the same may be said of 
the building of stone walls, the diversion of river 
courses, &c. Slight progress has been made as 
yet in the erection of de 
is a class of work which does not present any diff- 
culty and may be overtaken at any time.

Tas Yoxkosuxa Raitway. 
This line branches from the Tokaido Railway 


_at Ofunamura, close to the Fujisawa station. 


Thence it proceeds south-eastward to Yukinoshita, 
Kamakura, and Ogigayatsu. Piercing then the 
hills at Nagose, it passes through the villages 


_of Tanoura, Numama, Nagaura, and Hemmi and 
thus reaches Yokosuka. 


Although the total dis. 
tance does not exceed 10 miles, yet owing to the 
rugged nature of the ground 8 tunnels will be 
necessary, of the total length of about a mile, 
while earthworks to the extent of about 60,000 
tsubo are required. From these facts the difficult 
character of the operations may be conceived. 

Instructions for the construction of this line were 
received in the end of April last year, and the 
surveys were completed in the following Decem- ; 
ber, actual operations being started in the suc- 
ceeding month. By the end of this fiscal year the 
earthworks were about half finished, the boring 
of the tunnels had been well proceeded with, and 
about 2 miles of rails laid. Altogether some two- 
tenths of the entire undertaking may be said to be 
completed. 

Tue Kord Raitway. 


The Kot6 line is designed to supply what would 
otherwise be a break in the continuity of the rail- 
way connection between Tokyo and Saikyo, namely 
between Nagahama and Otsu. The order for the 
construction of this line was received in January 
last and surveying at once commenced, with die 
result that the section between Otsu and Maibara 
has been fully examined, pretty much on the same 
lines as those suggested several years ago by a 
foreign employé of the Bureau. The operations 
in connection with this branch will be reported 
next year in proper detail. 


Tue Naoersu Raltway. 


DirecTIoN oF Route anp Puysicat Aspects. 
—This line starts from the south of the city of 
Naoetsu in Echigo, and proceeds to Arai, passing 
Takata and crossing the Yashinogawa. ‘The dis- 
tance between these two places is about ten and 
a half miles, and as the country is level the 
operations will be easy. From Arai the rail- 
way crosses the rivers of Shibutani and Kata. 
kai, and travels along the banks of the Seki- 
gawa and the Akagawa to Kashiwabara. The 
distance between Arai and Kashiwabara is 18 
miles, and for the most part over hilly ground, as 
an illustration of which it may be mentioned 
that the Kashiwabara station is at a height of 
2,204 feet above the sea level. For a distance of 
about 14 miles the line has a gradient of one in 
forty, and at Otagiri the work will. be specially 
stiff. From Kashiwabara the line proceeds to 
Furuma, where it crosses the highway and runs 
for some distance along the bank of the Toriigawa, 
and, passing through a narrow ravine, touches the 
village of Mure, where it again crosses the high- 
way and reaches the village of Toyono. The sec- 
tion is about 11 miles in length, for some six and 
a half miles of which the country is so steep 
that the slope is as much as 1 in 40. The Toyono 
station stands at an elevation above the level of 
the sea of 1,098 feet, and is the lowest part of the 
line south of Sekiyama. The next stage, a length 
of 28 miles, to Uyeda on the Chikumagawa, is 
over ground for the most part level, and the work 
presents few difficulties, the chief undertakings to 
be accomplished being the spanning of the rivers 
Saigawa and Chikumagawa. From Uyeda the 
route passes, among others, the villages of Oya, 
Unno, Tanaka, and Shigeno, proceeds along the 
bank of the Chikumagawa, intersecting the old 
castle ground at the town of Komuro and cross- 
ing the Nakasendo to Oiwake; whence it con- 
tinues in the vicinity of the highway to Kutsukake. 
For a distance of five and a half miles between 
Uyeda and Tanaka the land is flat, but 
to the south, for some 15 miles, the line rises. 
After leaving Komuro it passes closes to Asama- 
yama and attains a height of 3,144 feet above the 
sea. The work here presents many difficultities 
in consequence of the height to which the line 
ascends, but pending the construction of the rail- 
way on the Usui pass this part is merely temporary. 
The entire length of the railway to New Karui- 
zawa is about 92 miles. Of this distance a 
slope greater than one in a hundred is required 
for 47 miles, of which over 27 miles cail-for a slope 
of one in 40. There are also several places 
where a curve of 15 chains radius is required. 


but the value and importance of this railway are 
evident when one observes the bad roads in the 
district through which it passes. 

Surveys.—The surveying of this line was begun 
in May, 1885, the order for its construction having 
been received in the preceding month. The sec- 
tion between Naoetsu and Arai was first taken in 
hand, and in August, 1885, work was commenced 
by a surveying party on the division south of Arai.

| Otsu line. 


That part of the line which runs between Seki- 
yama and Asano was only determined upon, after 
repeated and careful examinations, in the fall of 
1885, and between Asano and Yashiro, and Shi- 
noro and Tokoro two routes were surveyed. For 
the former section the Nagano road was selected, 
and for the latter that which follows pretty closely 
the course of the highway was adopted. The 
stage east from Uyeda was the last to be taken 
up, and the surveying party at length finished 
their labours in May last year. 

Work or Construction.—The formation of 


the Naoetsu-Arai section was begun in July, 1885, | 
and practically concluded by the end of the same | 


year. The line was pushed forward to Sekiyama 
in August, 1886, when traffic was opened on the 
Naoetsu-Sekiyama section. That part of the 
remainder of the line which passes .along the 
bank of the Akagawa was started in January 
1886, and the section between Sekiyama and 
Asano was entered upon as soon as the snow 


_melted. Early last year the Asano-Uyeda section 


was opened for. traffic, and the line to the east of 


_ Uyeda was completed in April last year. Trains 


are now running also on the Sekiyama-Nagano 
section. About seven-tenths of the work on the 
railway to the east of Nagano has been finished. 
In the construction of this line the engineers had 
to contend with many difficulties. During five 
months of the year nothing could be done on the 
division between Naoetsu and Kashiwabara owing 
to the snow, and between Komuro and Karuizawa 
frost likewise prevented the workmen from carrying 
on their operations. Materials also were transported 
to the district with the greatest difficulty, for if they 
were conveyed by sea they could not be landed at 
Naoetsu from December to April, and if taken by 


- land the Usui pass hadto be negotiated, in addition 
to the difficulties of a road grievously bad in many [| 


places. Asif these embarrassments were not enough 
to struggle with, cholera prevailed between Sekiya- 
maand Asano during the summer and autumn of 
1886, with the result that for several months the 
work had to be abandoned. Notwithstanding 
these obstacles, operations were carried on with 
perseverance and courage, and the line will, it is 
believed, be completed during the present year. 
The extent of earthwork rendered necessary on the 
line is in the aggregate 757,600 tsubo, of which 
479,200 tsubo represent embanking, and 278,400 
tsubo excavation. The average amount of earth- 
work per mile is about 8,200 fsubo. By far 
the greater proportion of this class of work 
was required on the Sekiyama-Asano section, 
where at one point, the embanking being 120 


feet high, the material dealt with in the short dis- 


tance of one mile and 67 chains represented an 
extent of 175,000 tsubo. It is estimated that at 
the end of the last fiscal year nine-tenths of this 
class of work had been completed. Bridges are 
required for two rivers only, the Saigawa and 
Chikumagawa, the material needed being one 
girder of 200 feet, six of 94 feet, fifteen of 50 feet, 
twenty-nine of 40 feet, three of 30 feet, and four of 
20 feet. -Nine-tenths of the labour required on the 
abutments of those bridges was accomplished by 
the end of the last fiscal year, and the girders are 
now in course of being placed in position. Though 
few bridges are necessary, the number of culverts 
is very great, but the building of these has already 
progressed to the extent of eight-tenths of the total 
required, 

In addition to the above subjects there are 
others to which we do not refer further, namely, the 
completion of the bridge over the Kisogawa and 
various works of reconstruction on the Kobe-

We hereby submit to your consideration the answer to your 
inquiry concerning ‘certain difficulties which have been ex- 
perienced by the American publishing house of Mess. A. S. 
Barnes & Co,, in the sgle of their books in Tokyo". The whole 
history of the said "difficulty" is as follows:- 

In the spring of this aie Shh office of the Tokyo prefecture 
(Tokyo Fu) called some seven or eight members of the “Tokyo 
Book-sellers Association" and ordered them to stop the re- 
print of the "New National Reader" and demanded the paper of 
approval from the Association on the case, 

We hereby held a meeting to decide the above case and conclu- 
ded to apply to the Tokyo Fu that we cannot offer the letter 
of approval, as the ;apanese law does not prohibit to reprint 
any foreign publications, so as the case in mer ich and Eng- 
‘land. Considering upon the above order of the Tokyo Wa, we 

suggested that it was originated! by: the: Tokyo Fa hearing to 
the complaint of Mr. F. Schroeder, and his one side reason. 

If it was the case, Mr. F, Schroeder may be blamed for wast- 
ing us so much time and labor, and running our occupation to 
risk. As the consequence, we concluded, ta thi the case should 
be over, not to deal with the publications which are said to 

be under the agency of Mr. F. Schroeder (we do not mean not 
to deal with the publications of Mess. A. S. Rarnes & Co,, 
but only of Mr. FP. Schroeder). 


On our application to the Tokyo Fu, the office changed the

process of the said order, and approved the re-printof the 
"New wational Reader", but verbally ordered not to put the 
name Of Messrs. A, S, Barnes & Co, to the re-printed editions 
and not to make any imitation of their trade mark, 

Thus the case was in the state of being over. Hereafter, 
owing to the demand of customers, we sold the American publi- 
cation to those who required nice ones, however costly, but 
the japanese re-print to those who demanded for cheap ones. 
Although this is the case, 2. P. Maruya & Co, do not deal 
with the American publication, as something bad of the Maruya 
firm was advertised on paper by Mr. F. Schroeder( of this 
matter 2. P, Maruya & Co, intend to say about to nebete. A. 
S. Barnes & Co.). 

We dare say that Mr. F. Schroeder is a man of obstinate char- 
acter, without regarding mtual interests. It is said by 
many that he is somewhat reckless, His contract with some 
booksellers speedily breaks and discontinues. He is gener- 
ally unpopular. We favor the publications of Messrs, A. S. 
‘Barnes & Co., but not of Mr. F, Schroeder. Of his past anec- 
dotes, once he fired pistol to get off the people who gather- 
ed about his house, hence broke into his neighboring house 
and wounded the arm of a female. These are examples of his 
anecdotes. Of these thimgs you may know better, 

Such being the case we believe that Mr. F. Schroeder is quite 


unfitted as the agent for Messrs. A. S. Barnes & Co., and 


that it is diadvantageous for the firm to have such an agency.

As I understand the instructions 6f the State Department,

States are to be considered as under American protection, and 
in fact, treated as citizens of the 1mited states, but that, 
as soon ii they leces their status as American seamen, are 
relegated to their origional nationality. 

Under this it seems to me that patcliff so long as he remains 
in the Naval service is entitled for himself and his property 
to American protection, but, that, as soon as discharged, he 
will occupy the status of a British subject. But is his wife 
entitled to the same protection? Strictly speaking she is 
not the wife of avr citizen of the United States, but only the 
wife of a man under American protection by reason of the fact 


that he is in the Naval service.

Extracfof Decree Number 103 Pronmmlegated on the 14th day of 
the Srd month of the 6th year of Mei4i. 

A Japanese subject who may desire to enter into marriage re- 
lation with any subject or citizen of a Foreign Power shall 
first obtain the sanction of the Imperial Government. 

A Japanese woman on her marriage with the subject or cit- 
izen of a foreign Power shall lose her status as a Japanese 


subject; but if she should desire, for special reasons, 


to regain her Japanese nationality, she may apply for the 


permission of the Imperial Uovernment. 

A Japanese woman on her’) marriage with a subject or citizen 

of a foreign Power shall lose the righto hold immovahle prop- 
erty witiin the dominion of His Imperial Majesty even though 
she might have possessed such property before her marriage. 
She shall, however, be allowed to Wssess money and other ri 
moveable property unless expressly prohibited by the laws of 
the Imperial Government. 

A Japanese sibject who may desire to enter into marriace in 

a foreign country with the subject or citizen a foreign 
Power shell apply for the necessary sanction to H.1.M's. 
diplomatic or consular officer residing in or near the country 
in which the marriage is to be celebrated, and such diplomatic 
or consilar officer shell report the matter to the Imperial

CHRISTIANS IN JAPAN. 


To THe Epiror OF THe “Japan Matt.” 
Str,—When the letter of complaint appeared, 


written by several well-known Japanese Christians, 


charging the Government with © discriminating 
against Christians, or atleast not prope:ly protecting 
their rights, and asking you to champion their cause, 
I was-eand I find that all to whom I have spoken, 
were—filled with amazement. I have waited think- 


Ing that perhaps some facis wou!d be forthcoming, 


to show some reason for the appeal, facts that had 
thus far ped my knowledge. But as yet none 


have rea me. My experience as a Christian 


Missionary for twelve years leads me to admire the 


country perfect religious liberty, without arousing 


the active opposition of the old religions and of the , 


masses who still cling to them, as certainly would 
have been done by a sudden and theatrical pro- 
clamation of the legality of the Christian Faith. 
The Government to my mind—and I believe the 
missionaries as a whole agree with me—has pur- 
sued, and is pursuing, the wisest possible course. 
Practically Christianity is free, as free in Japan as 
in any land on the face of the earth; for foiled 
privilege the Church can afford to wait a little. 

I think most of the inconvenience to be found 
to-day arises either from purely local causés, or 


from ignorapce on the part of Christians of actual 
regulations ‘te which they could appeal, or their 
want of applying to the proper authorities in case 
of hardship. For instance, in the matter of bury- 


he some years ago a regulation was official 
published giving relatives the right to bury with 
whatever services they chose. Almost the day 
after the regulation appeared, I was in a countr 
town when one of the members of the native earth 
was to be buried. The officials insisted on the old 


forms, the Buddhist priests claimed their time- 


honoured rights, but the pastor pulled out of his 
pocket the paper in which the new regulations were 

ished and insisted on his newly given right. 
The authorities‘and the priests had to give way to 
the published voice of the Central Government, 
and the funeral took place not only with Christian 


rites, but under the leadership of a foreigner. | 


Ever since that time, there has not been any dif- 
ficulty whatever on that score within the bounds of 


our work, ‘ 


There are certainly some disabilities under 


_ which the Christian Church as a corporation rests, 


but none that affect the practical working of any 
and every evangelistic agency ; and, so far as I can 
see, the trend of the Government is towards a com- 
9 removal of every remnant of discrimination.
